Ing succeeded In the Fhr East by 
John oMeara, educated In Victoria, 
and at present In Eastern Canada, 
who will be stationed In Batavia, In¬ 
stead of Singapore. 

H. W. McDonnell, manager of tho 
industrial relations department of 
th«_ Canadian Manufacturers' Asso¬ 
ciation, was the first speaker at the 
luncheon to-day. He addressed the 
meeting on tho work being under¬ 
taken at the International labor con¬ 
ferences. held annually In Geneva, 
at which governments, employers and 
employees of all the nations of the 
world practically were represented. 

The International labor conference 
m*nnt to the manufacturing and lab¬ 
oring classes of the world what the 
League of Nations meant to the na¬ 
tions politically. 

The first of these conferences was 
held in Washington in 1919.jand thd 
second took place at Genoa, Italy. 
From then on they have been held 
in Geneva and there the headquarters 
of International labor has been es¬ 
tablished, aays Mr. McConnell. 

I#abor had the ball at Its feet ,in 
1919 M the first of theae International 
conferences, aald Mr. McConnell to¬ 
day. The result was that ther w*'jre 
measures passed at the agitation 
and motion of the labor representa¬ 
tives which have been absolutely 
Ignored by the big manufacturing na¬ 
tions of the world.
